DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgment is made of the amendment filed on November 07, 2008. Claims 1-17 
are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although a barcode 
readers for a play toy are known, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest either 
alone or in combination thereof: 

a play toy equipped with a barcode reader and a barcode reader for a play toy comprising: 

a movable member formed with an opening for guiding light beams reflected from the 
barcode to the barcode sensor and movably held by a reader; and 

a barcode sensor moving mechanism for moving the barcode sensor within a movable 
range corresponding to the opening without using electrical power; 

wherein the movable member is held by the reader body so as to be relatively moved with 
respect to the reader body from the farther forward position to the closer forward position while 
being pressed onto an article, and to be relatively moved with respect to the reader body from the 
closer forward position to the farther forward position when pressing of the movable member 
onto the article is released.
